Baldwin was promptly served with a writ 
issued from the Colonial Court directing him 
to answer Mr, Baird’s claim for damages for 
trespass, 

Sir Baldwin at first intimated, presumably 
under instructions from the British Govern- 
ment—for, of course, bis procecdings havo 
been wholly under Lord Salisbur y's orders— 
that he would pay Mr, Baird’s claim. But 
he has at last chosen to put in a defence, and 
ho urges the plea that his acts were justified 
by the orders of the Imperial Government 
issuod to give effect to the modus 

This raises tho issue clearly and directly 
whether the British Government had tho 
right to undertake the enforcemont of the 
modus without the sanction of an enabling 
act, or without first proclaiming the terri- 
tory affected by it to be under martial law, 
The trial will cone off in November.

It is clearly apparent, from tho above 
facts, that our neighbors are not “slopping 
over” with kinder towards us, as Mr, 
Wiman and his disciples and apostles inti- 
mate on this side of the line. They do not 
propose to cast down their tariff wall, in 
ordor that they may purchase Canadian 
products of the farm, the forest, the sea 
and the mino, and buyour m nafactured 
goods which the Wimanites constantly os 
sort are in goneral dearor than those of tho 
United States. What cunniog Mr, Wiman 
does propose is that there shall be an intor- 
change of natural products, with the bal- 
ance of advantage in favor of the United 
States; that the manufacturers of that 
country shall geb a now market of five 
millions of people who aro heavy purchas- 
ors ; that thoy shall get cheap raw materials 
from us, and sell us tho manufactured pro- 
ducts, at the same time,overpowering our 
young industries ; that, in @ word, as Mr. 
Wiman sald at Dattoit and Buffalo in 1887, 
as reported by himaolf ; “The United 
“States would become tho Meca to which 
‘+ turns the trade of the entire continent, 
And finally, that by according freo trade to 
the United States and shutting out the 
manufactures of Groat Britaln by main- 
taining our tariff against all countries but 
that which adjoins us, we would sever the 
tio which binds us to the mother country. 
Thus deprived of her commmercial inde- 
endence and isolated commercially from 
urope, Oanada would drop like a ripe 
app’e, as Mr. Blaino has said, into the 
hands of the Great Republic. 4 
Such is the plan for the annexation of 
Canada that is now being attempted by the 
United States Congross and by Mr, Wiman 
—the former with commercial legislation 
of a hostile character which will injure their 
own country more thao it can hurt us, by 
wiping oub the millions invested in the 
maltiog industry and serlously injuring the 
commerce of Oswego, Buffalo and other 
ports to which large shipments of Canadian 
barley have been made; tho latter by 
treacherous honeyed words, in which the 
eloment of truth is conspicuously lacking. 
But Canadians are not to be deceived or 
brow-beaten. We have, as Mr, Wiman 
has confessed, the better half of the conti- 
nent, which we are developing at an ua- 
exampled rate, and will resolutely main- 
tain our political relations and social, moral 
and religious institutions,

Yes, much ; if the sufferers and 
their friends would but make a reasonable 
effort in the right direction,

danco,is the one great remedy for all sutfer- 
ing or threatoned with this disease; not 
only around the individual but drawn freely 
{nto the lungs and blood and every part of 
the body by full, doop Inspirations of it, 
Keep out of doors ; don't house up as the 
weather becomes colder,—keep out. If 
you are not atrong enough to move aboutin 
order to keep warm (and much exertion is 
not good, remember), put on abundance of 
warm clothing and *‘sit around,” or lie on 
a cot or hammock, Thousands are treated 
or treat themselves In this way in cold 
snowy weather on the continent of Europe, 
and with the best of success, If you must 
be in a room, as at night, contrive in some 
way to have a constant supply of fresh outer 
airto breathe and have your foul once- 
breathed air drawn off constantly by a small 
open fire ; or an opening in a warm chim- 
fioy flue or stove pipe makes a good exhaust 
ventilator, 

Nutritious, digestible, plain food,all that 
the stomach will digest, is of the next Im- 
portance ;—good milk, eggs raw or cooked, 
beef and mutton and bread, and if the 
digestion be good, some fruit. No com- 
pound dishes or fancy food of any sort 
should be esten when fall nourishment is 
wanted, 

If the digestion has begun to fail much 
or other symptom aro troublesome, con- 
sult your physician as to remedies for 
these. Hot water may bo advisable before 
moals, for the stomach, for example, 

All expectorated matter—sputa ; must 
be destroyed, best by fire. This contains 
the infection—the bacillus, and will, if 
allowed to dry in exposed placos, not only 
relnfoct the diseased and destroy their 
chance of recovery, but will infect others, 
perhaps frionds near and dear. Use then, 
and carofally, a spittoon, to be frequently 
emptied Into a good fire ora strong solu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate, or use bits of 
rags for taking the sputa from tho lips, 
The burning must be carofally done, with 
4 hot fire or many bacilli may escape. 

Tn view of the large proportion of con- 
sumptlves whose circumatances will not per- 
mit them to carry out measures for check- 
ing the disease, above Indicated, the gov- 
ernment should ald in some way in pro- 
viding Sanitarie in healthy localities,as ad- 
pose to pine forests, for aiding in the work, 

‘© hospitals are so important or essential, 
{n view of the frequency of this disease, 

In England there are eighteen hospitals 
for the treatment of tubercular diseases, 
chiefly consumption, in which are now 
treated about 7,000 pationts. With the in- 
crease in this hospital accommodation It ts 
said the mortality from consumption has 
decreased, and at more rapid rate than 
has the mortality from all causes. This, it 
is stated, has nob been the case {n France 
and other countries without such hospital 
accommodation. In forty years the mor- 
tality from consumption has been reduced 
fifty per cent., while from all causes it has 
only been reduced twenty five per cent. 
Will not Ontario set the example on this 
continent of providing a complete hospital 
or sanitarlum, in some cholce locality, for 
consumptives alone: for both those able to 
pay and those who are not able 7

Tho balance against usin our trade with 
those courtries therefore is $142,000,000, ex- 
coeding our gains from all the rest of the 
world by $13,000,000. By no figure of speech 
can wo better ourselves into the belief that 
our trade with our own neighbors isin a 
prosperous condition.* * * * 

“Our great mistake was made when wa 
began to repeal the war duties on so large 
an amount of imports, Any duty ropealed 
wasn favor and an advantage to the ex+ 
porting country and we have asked nothing 
in return. Instead of this course every 
repeal of duty should have been pre 
ceded hy a most thorough investigation, 
and whenever it was found practicable to 
exportanything from the United States, and 
thus establish reciprocity of trade, it should 
have been done. It is not a question of 
setting deliberately to work to establish 
reciprocal exchanges’ But with all tho 
duties we haye thus far repealed 
it has been a question of whether 
we should get something or get nothing. 
We have chosen with our eyes closed to get 
nothing. I hope now with our eyes open 
that we shall in future choose to get some 
thing.” 

Mr, Blaine concluded by saying that if

otherwise, get camol’s hair ponoils, 

If you desire to paint landscapes or flow 
ors, uso the regular wator-color paper, Othe 
papors, which may be yery good fer cray 
ons or sketching, will act like blotting pape 
on water-color, 

When at work, have a bowl of clear wate 
at hand, anda small, flat pieco of marble, 
painted tin or a saucer to mix tints on} 
Around the edge of this arrango small ploce: 
of your pigments, leaving the center cle 


for mixing. This paint will not dry uj 
to usolessness as ofl colors do on you! 
palette. 

Before beginning to paint, and after yo 
haye sketched in your picture, moisten ta 
whole surfaco of the papor, and do not alloy 
it to get dry until your picture is painted in| 
with at least one coat. If you let it dry, 
you will have a sharp outline to mark th 
margin between the work of tho differen 
periods, Should you be compollod to lot { 
dry, moisten tho back of your papor after the, 
picture is finished. 

Never flood the paper. Have 80 ittad 
water on it that none can be shaken from i 
or flow from ono part to another, It you ge 
on too much water, use blotting paper to 
remove it, 

To fill your brush, wet it, and then shake 
it toremove any water which would dilute 
your color and make it too thin. | 

Apply your color with little dabby touches, 
leaving uncolored light places for clouds an 
the like, if required, The color will run an 
blend on the moist paper; anu become smooth 
without any trouble, 

Let us suppose that you aro Painting a 
evening sky, Wet your brush and rub you 
indigo toward the center of the dish; who: 
you have enough for use, bogin at the top o! 
the paper, and pass the brush across tims 
enough to get a blue shade, somewhat darker 
than you wish itto be when finished, Then 
wash the brush, and, with only a little wate) 
in it, pass it along the lower edge of the blue, 
The water inthe brush willform a lighter 
tint with the blue, and, with care, you 
gradation will be regular, Wash tho brush 
again, and proceed as before, until] you cover 
the paper, Thon, inverting the paper, begin 
at the bottom with yellow (into which a little 
crimson lake bas been mixed, to prevent tho 
blue and yellow from forming agreen sky 
when they blohd), and rofieat the process, 

Always carny your sky tints over the whole 
surfoce, to give the picture what artists call 
atmosphere, Then put io your ground tints 
over thia, If you wiih to paint distant folj- 
age, use a Ught shade of Prusstan blue; for, 
wood, ola buildings, plowed fields, and tho. 
like, use sepia or Vandyke brown, with the 
required colors mixed in to produce interme- 
diate shades. In painting flowbrs the colord 
should be mixed with less water than in land- 
scapes, and the tints should be blended with 
clean brush, as in oil painting. 

Never be afraid, no matter what anybody 
may tell you, to copynature, Thoy may say 
that the ability to paint from natural objects 
is a gift to favored individuals; but the per- 
son never yet lived who could not got moro 
good outof onepicture painted from nature 
than a dozen prepared studies, 

If you sketch out of doors, choose the morn- 
ing and evening hours, for itis thon that the 
lights and shadows are inthe best relative 
positions, 

Painting on silk and such fabrics with 
water-colors, isa popularbranch of decora- 
tive art at present, If you use colored 
fabrics, the color should be mixed as thick as 
possible, In any branch of water-color 
painting, a deep shade {s produced by sevoral! 
coats of the color, and light shades by thin- 
ning with water, To produce shadows, mix 
ina dark color, instend of painting several 
coats os some advise, Forlighfsuse Chincso 
white, or scrape the color off witha pen- 
knife. Another method isto moisten the 
part, and roll and rub bread crumbs on it, 

Finally, don't be dissouraged if you fail 
the first few times, Water-color painting ia 
more difficult than oil painting, but when ac- 
quired, the art will give you inflnite pleasure 
and satisfaction.—Eva Best in Household,

Petersburg correspondent says the Czar gave 
Emperor William strong proofs of his peace- 
ful intentions.

NOT SO BAD AS IT SEEMS. 

Tho Increase in the United States custom 
duties on live stock under the McKinley 
bill has beon represented by Mr. Wiman 
and his disciples as a dark cloud hanging 
over Canada ; bub happily it is not so bad 
as it seems, or at least as those pessimistic 
gentlemen would fain have the people on 
this side of the line believe. 

{In conversation a few days ago, with a 
dealer In sheep and cattle—a gentleman 
who, by the way, {sa Liberal—he stated 
that ifthe McKinley bill were to put a 
stop to the exportation of lambs to the 
United States, it would confer the greatest 
possible benefit upon the breeders of sheep 
in Ontario. In explanation he said that 
the great majority of sheep bred in this dis- 
trict are raised inthe back townships, where 
much of the land,although poor and rocky, 
is admirably adopted for sheep pasture, 
the grasses being more nutritious than those 
which grow on the limestone formation. 
The practice of the sheep breeders is to 
sell theirlambs ab say six months old for 
exportation to the United States, and the 
price which they receive is $1.50 per head. 
If, sald he, the farmers would keep these 
lambs a few months longer—which could 
be done at the cost of a few cents per head 
—they would then, as wethurs and ewes, 
haye attained toa weight of 120 to 140 
pounds and sell readily for export to En- 
gland at from 4to, to 440, per pound, 
Thus, taking the lower price, a sheep of 
say fifteen months old would sell for $5.10

The resolution presented to the Senate 
of the United States by Mr, Sherman, the 
distinguished Senator from Ohio, as to ro- 
ciprocity with Canada, was probably the 
result of the visit to him of Mr, Kraatus 
Wiman and Attorney-General Longley, of 
Nova Scotia.

Hitt and Butterworth, are much 
more satisfactory, in that the words *‘com- 
plete or partia) remoyal of duties” may be 
taken to mean the removal of duties from 
cortain articles, But they aro also open to 
another interpretation, namely, the re- 
moval or lessening of the duties upon all 
articles of commerce between, the two 
countries, In view of the repeated refusal 
of the United States to consider » project 
for reciprocity in natural products and of 
the failure of the Hon. Geo. Brown's at- 
tempt in 1874 to negotiate atreaty in which 
certain manufactured articles wore to be 
included, (tho same to be free when im- 
ported from Britain and other countries) 
wo are of opinion that the latter 
interpretation is the one whieh would be 
given to the words of Mr. Shenman’s reno- 
lution by the U. S. authorities.

from them, remembering the ancient 
maxim to distrust the Greeks even when 
bringing gifts.

Wasnixoton, Sept. 1.—As the debate on 
the tariff bill will close this week the Senate 
must decide vory soon what it will do with’ 
the proposal to attach a reciprocity scheme 
to that measure. The power to be vested in 
the president is far groater than has ever yet 
been given to the chief executive. Mr, Evarta 
fs reported to be earnestly opposed to the 
committes’s plan, because he believed 
Congress cannot so delegate its own 
powers to the president, and because if it 
can it is too much power to put in 7 
the lands of any one man, even 
if bo be a Republican president. While there 
a1 other lepublican senators who think the 
amendment gives dangerously large power | 
to the president, itis confidently expected by 
the finances committes that its plan will be 
supported by all the Republicans except Mr, 
Evarts

It is of some interest to the people of this 
country too, We imported from Brazil 
during the yearending June 30, 1859, in- 
clusive, 373,020,849 pounds of coffee, valued 
at nearly $40,000,000. An addition of 3 | 
cents 2 pound to the costof coffee from 
Brazil means over $11,000,000 a year taken 
from the pockets of the people who 
buy coffee. Mr. Evarts’ dissatisfaction — 
with the reciprocity amendments is shared 
by Erastus Wiman. The latter’s objection, — 
however, is that the amentiment is not broad 
enough. Le wants it to include a provision 
for reciprocity with Canada, and he has 
come t» Washington once more to urge upon 
tho Republican senators the great advantages 
to be gained by removing all restrictions to 
trade between the two countries. .

HE CROSSES THE NIAGARA CHASM ON 
A 7-8 INCH WIRE 


Thousands of Spectators Line the Hanks 
to Witness the Foat—The Trip Acoom 
Plished im 18 Minutes—The New Mlon- 
din Diterviewed 

NIAGARA Fans, Ont, a—8, J 

| Dixon, the Toronto photographer, succoss 
fully walked a small cable across tho Niagara 
Gorge this afternoon, About 3 o'clock large 
crowds began to gather on the banks of tho 
Niagara River, noar tho two railway bridges. 
Shortly after that hour Dixon made his 
Appearance, Ho was drossod in terra-cotta 
tights and a black silk trunk; wore moccasins 
anda black silk cap, Tho cable was 14 inch 
in diamoter and was stretchod betweon the 
cantilever and old suspeusion bridges, 
Promptly at 3}¢ Dixor ppod on the cablo 
and proceeded about 20 feot, whon be ro- 
turned and spoke to one of his friends, Ho 
then made a frosh start and walked steadily 
to the centre of the chasm, Ho thon stopped 
and held ono log out horizontally, Tho cable 
swayed violontly and he was obliged to uso 
his balancing polo freely, As soon as the 
wire became steady Dixon laid himself flat 
on his back on tho wire to the great aston- 
ishment of the crowd. He then resumed bis 
perilous journey, reaching the Amorican side 
at342o'clock. Ina few momonts he ap- 
peared on the wire again, having a hoop on 
each foot. After walking about 100 foot ho 
kicked off the hoops and retuned to tho 
bank. 
Immediately upon landing a largo number 
of friends congratulated the daring man, 
and at tho earnest request of a largo assem- 
blage ho desisted from returning by tho 
cable, and was provailed upon to return ina 
carriage across tho railway suspension bridge, 
Large crowds surrounded Dixon, and it was 
with difficulty that he succooded in extrica- 
ting himself. No sooner had he reachod the 
Canadian shore than he made straightway for 
tho cable, Ho at once took his balance pole 
and started out upon the wire, walking to a 
distance of about75 fect, Here he halted and 
perfgrmed a few gymnastic foats, cliciting 
loud/ applause from the spectators. After 
winding the Canadian colors about himself, 
he returned from his dangerous post and 
was escorted to his rooms in the Elgin House, 
whero ho was interviewed by a reporter, 
Dixon said that ho was not in the least 
nervous, and was entirely satisfled with the 
trip, He felt very happy over the affair, and 
exclaimed, “I am no fakir, am I!” Ho 
stated that, while he had gone toa great ex- 
pense in fixing up the dilapidated cable, he 
was quite well repaid, Dixon is an expert 
rope walker, having been in the business 
some time. However, untila few days ago, 
he bas had no practice, his last walk having 
been three years ago, He says he may re- 
peat the performance next Juno or July, 
provided there is money in it.

The “Professor” Talks, 

Toronto, Sept. §8,—Professor 8. J. 
Dixon, the Toronto photo rapher, gave thb 
most daring exhibition at Niagara River on 
Saturday that has ever taken place in the 
way of bfgh-wire walking. The performance 
of Blondin is not to be compared with it in 
any senso whatever, That worthy, who won 
a world-wide notoriety by his performance, 
did nothing more nor less than cross 
the Niagara River on a rope three 
inches thick stretched across the river over 
calm water and at anelevation not exceeding 
70 fect. Professor Dixon, however, crossed 
tho river on a wire % of an inch in diameter, 
000 fect in length and 180 feet above the 
water where it runs its wildest and swiftest, 
namely, just above the whirlpool and be- 
tween the two bridges, the suspension and 
tho cantilever, 

It is true that Steve Peer walked this same 
rope on June 22, 1887, but it is also true that 
this rope was the cause of his death, as ho 
disappeared from it one night when more or 
less intoxicated. Peer did not display the 
daring nor the celerity of the agile photo- 
grapber. 

On Friday Mr, Dixon kissed his wife, 
whom te left in tears in Toronto 
and set forth, in company with his 
friend Eddie Bond, for his deed of daring 
ot Ningora, Arriving at the river ho 
got up on the wire without ita being guyed 
and walked on it for a considerable distance. 
He took off his coat and sat on the rope for 
from 20 to 80 minutes, looking at the madly 
flowing river below, His intrepidity did not 
give way and he felt satisfied that ho bad 
the ability to do the font announced for the 
following day. He came away fully satisfled 
with his preliminary canter, Tho Professor 
then sought repose and passed a fairly cool 
night. In the morning he took two seldlitz 
powders, ate » light breakfast, and made ar- 
ravgements to have the rope properly guyed, 
This, the Professor claims, was not satisfac- 
torily done, asthe cable swayed considerably 
in the contre whilst he was on it, 

During tho forenoon Mr, Dixon went over 
to the Ameri.an side and ate a dozon raw 
cystora and fortified bimself with a small nip 
of brandy. Herecrossed to the Canadinn side, 
put on his tights, and oxactly at 3}¢ mounted 
the wire. Ho addressed a fow words to the 
concourse there assembled, He told them 
that ho had promised to walk that rope and 
he was ready for tho attempt, He had con- 
fidence he would successfully achieve the 
feat. He was cheered loudly He then 
tossed off his coat, picked up his balancing 
pole and set out on his perilous journoy, 


When ho bad proceeded 200 foot he knelt 
down; 200 feot further on bo sat down, and 
thon collected all his nerve and energy for 
his walk {mmediately above the middio of 
the roaring od,

MAINE AGAINST THE WEST. | 


A Proposition (o Make Lumber Free De= 
fented In the US, Senate, 


Wasmixoron, Sept. 5.—The tariff bill was 
taken up in the Senate to-day and the free 
list proceeded with. Mr, Hoar (Rep., Mass.) 
moved to insort in paragraph 459, allowing 
free importations of books for colleges, edu- 
cational and religious societies, etc., the 
words; “or any college, academy, school or 
seminary of learning in the United States, 
in its own behalf or in behalf of its profess- 
ors or teachers,” Agreed to, 

Paragraph 545, put ‘ng fish on the free 
list, was Inid aside. 

Mr, Davis (Rep., Minn.) moved to insort 
binding twine on the free list and the western 
Republicans supporting the motion it was 
agreed to. 

Mr. West (Dem., Mo.) moved to insert in 
tho free list ‘timber, hewn and sawed, 
squared a... sided and sawed boards, Plank, 
deals and other lumber of hemlock, white- 
wood, sycamore, white pine and basswood.” 
Mr, Carlisle (Dem,, Ky.) referred to the 
inconsiscency of the policy which on the 
one band offers ao bounty for the 
planting of trees and on the other hand 
offers a bounty in the shape of a protective 
tariff for cutting down prices. He advocated 
the placing of lumber on the free list so as to 
get lumber from Canada. 

Mr, Frye (Rep., Me.) argued against tho 
amendment, There was  $300,000,000 in- 
vested in the lumber industry o 
tue United States anda million men wore 
ewployed in it The competitor of the 
United States in lumber was Canada, where 
the wages of men employed in the business 
were from 25 to 35 per cont, lower than in 
the United States. How could any senator pro- 
{essing to believe in protection vote to expose 
that million of laboring mon in the United 
States to compotition with the lumbermen of 
Canadat The Senators from Maine bad 
voted duties on iron ore, coal, wool and 
scores of articles which Maine's in- 
terest was to have free, because 
those Senators were protectionists, and 
now should the Senators from Min- 
nesota, Kansas or Nebraska—because 
they thought lumber might be cheaper 
in those states if it Was on the free list—voto 
toremove duties on lumber and still an- 
nounce themselves protectionists! Thoro 
was no consistency or justice in such pro- 
tection.

Three Great “Sticks” 

New Wesrannsrer, B.O., Sopt. 1.—Two 
O.P.R. cara are now loaded and on their 
way east with throe ‘sticks’ of timber for 
the Montreal Harbor Commissioners, 36in. 
by 36in. square and 60 feet long, each stick 
containing 6480 feet superficial, the three 
sticks making a double carload of about 
20,000 feet, or 60,000 Ibs. weight. These 
sticks are porfeotly square-edged, and free 
from knots or defects of any kind whatever 
from end to end, and in point of length, 
size and quality, are considered the, finest 
specimens of timber ever shipped from any 
mill in any country.

Great Britai..’4 Silver Coinage 

1n the silver coinage in Great Britain last 
year the chief demand was for half crown- 
pleces to the value of £601,495, and for 
£451,806 inorowns. No *'fourpenny-bits” 
—saye a few for the ancient ‘‘Maundy”— 
were struck, The ‘fourpenny” indeed has 
been doomed for years, but the ‘three- 
penny’ is still highly popular—witness the 
item of over £1000 supplied in the form 
of this little coin ‘‘to private persons,” 
and that although private applicants for 
this coin were up to the end of 
last year referred to a certain London 
bank which held a stock of these coins In 
excess of its requirements. Orowns and 
double florins were freely asked for by the 
larger employers of labor, who find them 
convenient for the payment of wages. The 
extraordinary demand for allver is officially 
attributed to the revival of trade in the 
United Kingdom. The coinage of florins, 
shillings and sixpences, reached tha respect- 
ive totals of £297,356, £351,981, and £218,- 
478, ond the value of the three-penny pieces 
issued amounted to £57,393. The bronze 
coinage amounted to £68,474, 


When to Cut Timber. 

Timber should be cut when ripe, like 
any other crop. Gentleman foresters may 
as well advise letting ripened corn remain 
to moisten and fertilize its field, as to urge 
the preservation of forest trees for similar 
reasons. Treos which fall and decay are 
wasted, That waste within tho limite of 
the United States is very great. He who 
has lain in camp and heard in the un- 
natural stillness preceding storms that 
strange dull roar like distant cannons, of 
mighty trees laid low, and considered how 
hourly and yearly yasb numbers of forest 
kings go down to death upon millions of 
acres now inaccessible, may be led to. view 
the problem in lights at yariances with the 
philosopher, wondering why this potential 
woalth ia not appreciated, why lumbor is 
imported whon bettor stock ia rotting here, 
and ifthe assumed necessity of water sup- 
ply in districts whore water rans unhind- 
ered to tho sea warrants the burdon of an 
unproductive and therefore valueless area, 
Much more may he marvel at the wisdom 
of him who hoards a wasting forest in the 
face of a persuasive market; that timber 
sold, the Interest on the cash returns might 
foater a second crop on twice the area,

Col, Benwell, father of the murdered young 
man, wasto have sailed to-day from Eng:

strong as they are betweon the several states 
of the Unicn. 

“Tho coal of Nova Scotia finds its bost 

market in Now England, while tho coal of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania finds its largest ex- 

port market in Canada, and the coal of 
British Columbia is the chief reliance for al) 
the Pacille states. In this condition of affairs 
it is absurd for olther country to levy a duty 
on coal carried from one to the other, 

“So the article of fish is the 
cause of constant disturbance of friend- 
ly relations between tho two countries, 
as tho fish migrate constantly back 
and forth in the waters of both. Tho ox- 
clusion of our fishing vessels from the ordi- 
nary rights of hospitality in Canadian ports 
is tho reason why we levy high rates on 
Canadian fish. So a simply fair arranze- 
ment to ndmit fish free, or at avery low rate 
of duty, upon reciprocal relations as to the 
admission of fishing vessels into the ports of 
the two countries would cure this sore. 

“I could name articles by the score 
where both countries would be benefited 
by a free exchange of products and 
commodities, but it is difficult to 
make any adjustmont without having pre 
vious conference. Reciprocity treaties aro of 
doubtful expediency at best, but reciprocal 
legislation with the power in each to recall) 
seoms the best way to increase that exchange 
of commodities between tho two countries. 
The amendment I introduced looks to such a 
conference and I believe will be productive 
of advantage, not only in cultivating friendly 

feeling but in increasing trade and com- 
merce,” 

The following is the text of Senator Sher- 
man’s resolution: 

Whenever it shall be cortified to the 
President of the United States that 
the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada shall by law or regulation ad- 
mit freo of duty into allits ports coal mined 
in tho United States he shall make proclama- 
tion of that fact and thereafter while such 
law or regulation isin force coal mined in 
the Dominion of Canada shall be admitted 
freo of duty into all the ports of the United 
States.

The Cotton Industry 

Those Canadian journals that profess 
to believe that the great trouble with our 
cotton mills is the want of unrestricted re- 
ciprocity will find matter for consideration 
in the following extract from a Fall River 
despatch to the Boston Herald 

“Mill men are talking of a cub down in 
wages, Although the mills have only been 
running four days, and several are now 
shut down, itis agreed that the 60 hours’ 
curtailment has only been an aggravation 
to the market, and that print cloth manu- 
facturing cannot be continued long under 
existing conditions. The new cotton crop 
has made a slight difference in the feeling. 
At the existing prices of cotton and the 
selling price of cloth the mills are losing 
about two fifths of a cent on every yard of 
clothaold, They argue that the help should 
now share in the hard times, Ourtajlment 
is bard to agree upon, as the mills here will 
not agree to curtail unless all New England 
does. A shrewd broker ‘8 there is no 
prospect either of a shut down or cut down 
for several months, as it will take that long 
to bring the mills to an sgreement on 
either, 
“At the monthly meeting of the Progress- 
ive Weavers’ association to-night, resolu- 
tlons were adopted endorsing the action 
taken by the cotton manufacturers in their 
efforts to curtail production, and suggesting 
another week's stoppage in September.” 
It would appear from this that the mills 
which enjoy unrestricted reclprocity are 
even worse off than the Canadian mills, 
The probabilities are that if we had unres- 
tricted reciprocity we would have no cotton 
mills at all. That is evidently the end for 
which the Wiman faddists aro working.

What has brought 
about the change? The United States has 
as high » protective tariff now as then, and 
if ite indluence is o6 baleful as these free 
traders say, the people of that country 
must be in a worse position now than they 
wero ten years ogo. If protection has 
made the United States so prosperous that 
a commercial ovion with it Is necessary to 
Osnada, the free trade doctrine 80 vohem- 
ently preached a fow years ago and still 
maintained in a sort of a way by the Libor-

New York, Sopt, 15. 
inoculation cure for consumption 
at tho Berlin Congress by Dr 
Koch fs discussed by a Paris physician 
in Tho Herald, The paper of the 
widely-known bacteriologist opened up a now 
horizon, promising groat things for the 
future, No subjoct desorved more attention 
at Berlin. 

In the first place ho finds that tho bacillus of 
tuberculosis in man and in chickens is very alm 
lar, but he ho latter Is a 
special spec tor supposed to 
Neat the root of pulmonary consumption. It 
this Inference {s correct there is reason to hope 
that the chicken bacillus may ultimately be pr 
tective for man, While this modest and condi- 
tional promise will not satisty the multitudes 
who suffer from consumption, the research on 
which it ix based is a decided step toward the dis- 
covery of means for effectively combating a dis- 
ease Which has long been and is increasingly be- 
coming the chief scourge of bumanity, 

But the German physicist goes further than 
this announcement would indicate, He finds that 
the direet action of solar light on the bacillus 
tuberculosis destroys in q certain length of time, 
varying from a fow minutes to soveral hours, the 
Yirelence of this microbe when placed on the 
edge of a window. Diffused light also, though 
much more tardy in {ts action, is none the less 
thoroughly eficacious, 

The Importance of this new fact is obvious, 
As The Herald's medical correspondent points 
out, it gives a strong support to the open alr and 
munsbine treatment of tuberculosis, The solar 
rays seom to have a therapeutic value otherwise 
than that duo to the warmth and energy they 
impart and thelr good effect on tho general 
health, though it ia notyet explained how they 
affect the germs of tuberculosis, Though more 
exposed to tuberculous infection than man, the 
lower animals aro less subject to tuberculosis. 
Is not this in itself a proof that thelr life in tho 
openairaffords acertain degree of immunity 
from the disease?

PARSON ARNEY ON TRIAL, 


He Thinks He Did Nothing Wrong in 
Holding a Trotting Meeting, 

MuskeGon, Mich., Sept, 12.—Tho session 
of the State Conference of Methodist Minis- 
ters to-day attracted more gonoral interest 
throughout the State than any similar moet- 
ing in the history of the church in this state. 
Rev. Joseph W. Arney, the “sporting par- 
son,” was on trial, The parson hasa fond- 
ness for fast horses, and his trotting meeting 


resorts for invalids, based upon his own 
travels and observations, implies want of 
knowledge and judgment in tho advico fre- 
quently glyon by physicians as to tho locall- 
ties to which phthisical patients should go, Dr. 
Koch's discovery of the action of sunshine on the 
tubercle bacillus therefore suggests that much 
more may be done for consumptives by judicious 
climatic treatment than has ever yet been clone. 

Tho third branch of Dr. Koch's new researches, 
which are still incomplete, alms at combating tho 
parasites. They show that several substances, 
as aromatic compounds, mercurial yapors, ant- 
line dyes and especially the cyanides and cyan- 
ates of gold, {n exceedingly small doses, check 
‘and lessen the development of the bacilli in man, 
and that certain drugs render guinea pigs ro- 
fractory to tuberculosis and even arrest the 
disease after it {sin full course. Almost simul- 
taneously with the announcement of this result 
MM. Grancher and Martin of Paris report that 
they have founda methoJ of protecting rabbits 
from tuberculosis by vaccination, 

As yet the report of Dr, Koch on this part of 
the subject is so meagre that no dofinite idea can 
be formed of the extent and value of his now con- 
tributions to the pharmacoutical treatment of 
phthisia, But it seems evident that his research- 
es will very materially ald in the counteraction of 
tuberculosis, if they do not furnish a cure, 

The experiments of the German bacteriologists 
‘are so {mportant to inankind that scientific men 
of all nations should as far as possible co-operate 
with him in the effort to find some method of re- 
ducing the world's great mortality from tuber- 
culoala, 


1 LONDON’S BOY MURDERER. 


He Kills an Artillery Officer for Intimacy 
with His Mother, 

Lonpon, Sept. 16.—A horrible and unnsual 
murder startled the residonts of Conway- 
roa¢, Plumstead, last week. The circum 
stances are so peculiar and the motive of the 
deed so remarkable that the most widesproad 
interest has been aroused intho case. A 
widow by the nanio of Lyons living on Con- 
way road, which is a hignly respectable rosi- 
denco street populated by the middle class of 
peonle with means to live beyond the noods 
of business, has been known to tho neighbor: 
hood for the past flve years as an unusually 
attractive nud somewhat vivacious woman, 
She isa plump and pleasing blonde of the 
quiot but effective type, whose goings and 
comings have never been sufficiently unsea- 
sonable to attract advorso romark, but whose 
»vident popularity with the officers of the 
garrison at Woolwich led some of her ac 
quaintances to criticise her method of living. 

The family of the widow consisted of a 
son, Walter, a clork in the Royal Arsonal, a 
morose, unhappy youth, aged 20, who had a 
mediocre education and an abnormal respect 
for whatever he considered to be right, He 
had frequent quarrels with his mother, On 
Thursday night about 12 o'clock ho returned 
to his home, and mounting the staira to his 
own room heard voices coming from the 
chamber occupied by his mother, Entering 
to see who it might be ho found h{s mother 
had retired, and altting on the side of the 
bed was a non-commissioned artillery officer 
named Stewart partly drosed. Tho boy 
stopped at the ¢ an instant, and then 
striding to the bedside with a clasped knife 


in his hand bo had hastily drawn from bis 
pocket, ho shouted nt his mother: What 
does this mean!” and bis mother replied 
“My son, I intend mar 

Walter, 
the room, closing

BIRCHALL, NOT BURCHELL, 


Tho Wife of the Alleged Murdorer Will Not 
be Arraigned as an Accessory, 

Woonsrock, Sept. 12—The Standard this even- 
ing says; ‘The fall assizes will open a week from 
to-day beiore Mr, Justice MacMahon. While all 
{nterest is apparently centered in tho trial of 
John Roginald Birchall for murder, there are 
some other criminal cases of great importance, 
Alfred Wright of Blenheim and George Sander- 
son of Dereham will be arraigned on a charge of 
rapo; David Hollingsworta of East Nissouri will 
be placed on trial charged with killing cattle with 
polson and John Little will have to answer to a 
charge of larceny, These are a few of the more 
important criminal cases, and it is quite probable 
they will be disposed of before the sensational 
murder trial {s taken up, 

“The crown does not intend to bring up tho in- 
dictment found against Mrs. Birchall for being 
“an accessory to the crime after the fact," and 
therefore if she appears {n court at all—as it is 
likely eho will—she wil) not bo present as a 
prisoner, but merely asa spectator, The trial of 
hor husband will not commence in all probability 
before Monday, 22d inst., as the case must go be- 
fore tho grand jury.

NEITHER SIDE WINS, 


Fustice Noso's Dedision in the Grent Bt, 
George Case, 

Toronto, Sept. 1h.—Mr, Justice Rose do 
livered judgment Saturday at Osgoode Hal) 
in the famous St, George accident trials, 
which were hoard before him and a special 
jury. The room in which the Common 
Pleas Divisional Court sits was crowded with 
lawyers and interested spectators to hoar the 
judgment, which Was an claborate and 
lengthy document.” His Lordship, among 
other things, said: | 

Tho plaintiffs ask for judgment on the findings 
of tho jury in their favor. Tho rallway company 
submits that {t is entitled to judgment in ite 
favor or tom non-sult on a declaration that the 
answers do not warrant judgment in favor of 
elther party, Lo., that thero has been a disagree 
ment. I think it will be convenient to if possible 
Ascertain what has been found by the jury and, 
fecohd, to seo whether or not tho fndings are 
supported by evidence, 

‘Tho charges of negligence may .be gatheréd 
under two heads: (@) Nogligence causing the 
action; (2) nogligenco in not averting the ro 
sult, 

His conclusions were that the jury had 
found tho cause of tho accident to have beer 
the breaking of tho tire; tho cause of the 
breaking to have |boon violence; but the 
source of the violonce to have been unascer 
tained; that the breaking, that is, the break 
ing by violonce, should have been reasonably 
anticipated by reason of the thinness of the 
tire, which thinness rendered the uso of the 
tire unreasonable, because it was reasonable 
to suppose that it might be subjected to suck 
violence, and impliod therefore that such vio 
lence might reasonably have been anticipat 
ed; that the running at the high rate 
of speed over the switch and round thi 
curve with such a tire was not shown to have 
been such a condition of affairs as to have 
given notice of the probable breaking of the 
tire; that, therefore, noither the thinness nor 
the excessive spread, the switch nor the 
curve was the cause of the breaking of the 
tio, nor was the combination the cause; that 
neither the internal nor the external force 
or violence suggested was shown to have 
been the violence causing the breaking, but 
that the breaking was caused by some vio 
leuce unascertained, and therefore of a de 
gree unascertained; and therefore it was un 
determined whether the result would have 
been avoided if a tire of a greater degrec o} 
thickness had been employed, 

The judge then went on to show that thr 
defendants could not be held liable for events 
and forces which were unascertainable, an¢ 
showed that on account of the disagreement 
on the questions the verdict returned by tht 
jury amounted to a disagreement, 

Tn closing ho said: 

‘Tho result is that the plaintiffs have falled te 
sustain the charges of neglect causing the break 
ing of the wheel and in not providing a bridgt 
structure sufficient to have carried over tho train 
The jury have disagreed on the question of 
nogligence in not averting the result by putting 
on the brakes, and so no judgment can be en 
tered on these fladings for elther party, In the 
view Ihave taken of the case I do not deem ii 
necessary to further conalder the motion for non 
sult, * © * ‘The evidence did not en 
able the jury to come to @ conclusion on tht 
question and, so far, the defendants haye failec 
also. I think the pleadings should be amended t« 
meet the facta, 

The court was adjourned until 10 o’clook 
on Saturday, Oct. 4, when any motions which 
the respective counsel may choose to make will 
be heard, with a view to carrying tho cas¢ 
further, 

It is altogether probable that both th 
plaintiffs and the Grand Trunk will appeal 
to the Divisional Court,

At the meeting of the Goneral Confer- 
ence of the Mothodiat Church on Monday 
evoning, according to a previous agroemont | 
Dr, Douglas’ motion was taken up, which | 
wao as follows, seconded by Mr. G. A. Cox: 

Wheseas, in the sincere opinion of many 
friends of Victoria University, ovonts have 
transpired, during ond subsequent to tho 
last general conference, which have led 
them earnestly to desire an expression of 
the jadgment of this conference on the 
principlo of federation prior to the final 
settlement of the vital questaon. 

And whoroas, after tho most exhaustive 
discussion of the subject daring the entire 
quadrennium, it is belived that this con- 
ference is fully informed and prepared to 
vote without further discuasion or dolay; 

Thorefore be it resolved, that this con- 
forence reaffirm the decision of the confer- 
ence of 1886 on the federation question, 
and instruct the committee on education to 
lay before the conference such recommend- 
ations as may be deomed necessary to give 
effect to the decision of the supreme court 
of the church; and be it furthor resolved, 
that the principle of federation shall have 
no application to the Mount Allison Uni- 
versity of the Maritime Provinces. 

After the notice had been read, Dr. Staff- 
ord took objection that it was out of order, 
as this matter had already been pronounced 
upon by the Conference.

Iron Ore 

The Toronto Globe points to the fact that, 
up to the end of July, more than 4,000,000 
tons of iron ore had been shipped from 
mines in Michigan, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota. The iron mines on the Oanadian 
shore, cries the Globe, are quite as rich as 
thoge in the states named, and ‘the coat 
of extraction would be a trifle cheaper with 
us, owing to certain natural advantages,” 
‘*Why is it, then,’’ our contemporary con- 
tinues, ‘‘that we do not set to work and 
furnish employment to the young men who 
are constantly going away from us, some 
to the American mines just named ?” 

Without waiting for the answor which 
the Globe gives to its own question, we 
may be permitted to remark that the de- 
posits in Oanada are uot “ton the shore,” but 
about fifty miles from it. Perhaps the writer 
forthe Globe thinka {t can be carried down 
by waggon, or even ina wheelbarrow. But 
the conditions of trade will hardly warrant 
that, A railway is now being constructed 
westward from Port Arthur, which will pass 
through the iron district, It 1s hoped that 
the work will be finished this year, And 
when the ore can be carried to deep water 
by rail, there is reason to think that a good 
deal of it will find its way to Cleveland and 
Detroit. Ohicago can be more cheaply sup- 
plied; and eastern furnaces get ore from 
Quba, Spain, Algiers, and other countries, 
more cheaply than they can possibly get it 
from Oanada, 

Of course the Globe desires to make it 
appear that Canada ts not selling ore to the 
United States because of the want of com- 
mercial union, Indeed, it say: 

Our patriotic government prefers main- 
taining a system of trade restriction which 
shuts us out of our only market for ron ore 
and other products, so that a few manufac- 
turers may make money, which they share 
in part with the government and its organs, 

The Globe, unfortunately, asis its cus- 
tom, has failed to acquaint itself with the 
facte. Canada permits ore of all kinds to 
come in free of duty. Tho United States 
gives us all tho reciprocity we can over ex- 

ject from them by taxing Canadian ore, 

his is a fair aample of the measure of reci- 
procity we get and are likely to get from 
the Globe's friends. The conspiracy to 
destroy the commercial independence of 
Oanada has brought out no answer, except 
an insolent and overbearing demand that 
Canada shall surrender everything, while 
the United States will surrender nothing. 
For more than eleven years Canada has 
offered reciprocity to the United States. 
Tho answers have come from time to time 
in increased duties on articles going from 
Canada to that country. There is no 
reasonable doubt that the injurious action 
ef that country has been taken after 
consultation with Sir Richard Oartwright, 
Mr, Goldwin Smith, Mr. John Chariton, 
the present chief editorial writer for the 
Globe, and other enemies of Canada. The 
intention ia to coerce this country into ac- 
cepting commercial dependence upon the 
United States. The work ofthe Globe is 
to pretend that the duties on ore and other 
articles which Oanada has to sell are Im- 
posed because the Dominion goyernment 
will not agree to the surrender of our com- 
mercial independence. So far as the Mo- 
Kinley bill affects Canada, it is the direct 
outcome of the so-called commercial-union 
project. We may as well make op our 
minds that the people of the United States 
will carry on against Canada the most en- 
ergetic commercial war they are capablo of 
carryingon. They are doing that now. 
And that is why a duty of 75 cents a ton is 
imposed on Iron ore golng from Oanada to 
the United States, while ore of all kinds 
enter Oanada free of duty.—Spectator.

New Haven, Oonn., Aug. 28, —Lieu- 
tenant Oharles A, L, Totten, U. 8. A., 
Professor of Military Science and Tactics 
at Yale, who recently announced bis iden- 
tiflocation of Joshua's “long day,” now 
claims that he has placed exactly the only 
other stoppage of time recorded in the 
Bible. This is the reversion of the sun's 
shadow upon the dial of Ahaz, which oo- 
curred in the fifteonth year of Hezokiah’s 
reign. Prof, Totten identifies the day upon 
which it happened as the 1,202,744th 
from creation, which wos Wednosday, 
tho 18th day of tho first civil (seventh 
sacred) month of the year 3,263 A.M. He 
states that the Biblical elomonts fix the 
sun dialincident at the absolute instant of 
autumnal equinox 2,696 yours ‘tago,” reck- 
oning from the approaching autumnal equl- 
nox of September 1590. Tho ovont 
took place practically at high roon of that 
day, or at about 74 minutos before 12 
o'clock, and he finds that the total duration 
of tho two stoppages—that of the battle of 
Both Horon and this later one when Heze- 
kiah was dying—was oxactly one day, 
or 24 hours.

Pictures and Cattle. | 

Rapid progress is being made with the ad-| 
ditions to Osborne, and a wouderful amonnt 
of work has already been done, considering 
that the operations were only commenced 
four months ago, The now buildings will 
somewhat {injure the origina! beauty of the 
honse and its immediate surroundings, and I 
bear that tho Queen rather regrets that sho 
sanctioned the work but Osborne was never, 
intended to be anything but a purely family 
residence, and the accommodation is quite in 
adequate’ for the entertainment of state 
guests, and even members of the royal family 
cannot be taken in, 86 that they have to live 
in the various cottages on the demesne, Tho 
inconvenienco was never felt much until 
Princess Beatrice was married, when it 
Weuld have been utterly impossible to accom- 
modate the guests for whom it was necessary 
to find room if the Duke of Bedford had not 
lent Norris Castle to the Quoen. 

Osborne was the favorite residence of the 
Prince Consort, and ho took tho groatest 
Pleasure in the place, which indeed was a cre- 
ation of his own, for he drew tho plans from 
which Mr. J, Cubitt built the house, which is 
one of the best specimens in England of the 
domestic Italian style, The paliadian front 
is very fine, and the flag and clock towers at 
each end have a goo effect, and the torraced 
gardens and well-trimmed lawn are beautifal. 
Tho Queen's own rooms are on the highest 
floor of the pavilion, and they command a 
series of magnificent viows in all directions. 
‘The house is filled with statunry and pictures, 
which are the private property of the Queen, 
Among the most wotable pictures aro Lady 
Butler's **Roll Call” (in the corridor) and 
Landsour's ‘Deer Pass" (in the council cham- 
bor), and there is w superb fresco on the stair- 
case, The chapel, whichisa recent addition, 
has just boen adorned with Sir Noel Paton’s 
touching picture, 'Vicilate et Orate,” which 
bas been placed above the altar. 

The grounds at Oslorne are beautiful y 
wooded, and thers are some delightful flower 
gardens and shrubberios in the vicinity of 
the house. The kitchen garden {s not o 
great feature, as the Queen receives dally 
supplies of fruit and vegetables from Frog- 
more. Tho park, which contains many very 
fine trees, slopes to tho water's edge, and 
there is a private plor on Osborne Bay, and 
also a floating bath, The demesno is more 
extepaive than most visitors would suppor, 
and it¢affordsndrive of eight miles, which was 
laid out by the Princa Consort. Tho park is 
now stocked with a fine herd of very 
picturesque West Highland cattle, which 
harmonize admirably with their surround- 
ings. Thero is large home farm at Osborne 
on which is a very choice herd of Jersey 
cattle, and a flock of Dorset sheep has been 
established, which will be another picturesque 
addition to the park. 

The Osborne estate was for two centuries 
the property of the the Mann family, from 
whom it passed by marringo to tho Black 
fords of Sandhall, Hants, and it was from 
Lady Isabella Blackford that the Queen 
purchased it in 1848, It includes the manor 
of Barton and extends to upward of fivo 
thousand acres, being bounded by tho Solent, 
King’s Quay, tho Cows and Newport Road, 
and the Newport and Ryde Road respectively,

MURDERED IN COURT- 


Wrorrible Tragedy Mosulting from 
pute Over a Will. 


HomMensviu.e, O., Sept. 11,—Proceedings

THE U.S. CROPS. 


September Roports Loss Favorable than 
the Earller Estimates, 

Wasuinoton, Sept, 10.—The nationalcrop 
reports for September show that tho injury 
to the corn crop reported Jast month was in- 
tensified by continuance of drought in Aug- 
ust until the rains came to its relief, but too 
late for full recovery, The averago is 70.1, 
against 73.3 last month, It is the lowest 
average since 1831. 

Tho returns of ycondition of winter 
wheat at tho time of harvesting are 
less favorablo than those of the 
first of July. So far as thresh- 
ing has progressed tho resulta are 
generally disappointing. The January aver- 
age was 76,2, the prosent average 73.5. Th 
general avorago of spring wheat has also 
been reduced from 83.2 to 79,8. The average 
for whoat of both kinds is 75,5, In 1888 the 
September average for both kinds of wheat 
was 77, It was 73 in 1831. The yield of 
spring wheat is unusually variable in the 
Dakotas, ranging from high yields to 5 
bushels and less per acre. The progress of 
threshing will develop the extent of those 
differences. 

Rye yields less than was expected, as the 
condition as reported {is reduced to 85.4 
‘The September condition of onts is the lowest 
ever reported, having fallen from 70.1 in 
August to 64.4. The rate of yield will be the 
smallest in 20 years. 

The condition of barley is not very sorious- 
ly lowered, from 82,8 to 78,6, Buckyheat 
has fully maintained its August condition, 
the average boing 90.5 against 90.1 "Abe 
figures for potatoes have fallon since Aug.

Brain Grafting, 


Attempts have been made to graft neqrly 
all tho different tissues of the body, Skin, 
bone, teoth, muscles, nerves, glands, oyes, 
mucous membrane, etc,, have all been graft- 
ed with more or less success, but successful 
brain grafting has not heretofore been per- 
formed. It occurred to Dr. Thompson ro- 
cently while studying cerebral localization 
in the lower animal's that it would be intor- 
esting to grafta plece of brain tissue from 
one side of tho dog's brain to the other, or 
from one animal’s brain {nto another's, and 
study itsvitality, He secured a large dog 
and performed his experiment, A half-inch 
trepbine was used anda button of bone was 
cut nearly through over tho left occipital re- 
gion, leavinga small attached margin 80 
that the button could be elevated and then 
deprossed like a trap-door, Through the 
opening the brain tissue was removed. A 
cat was similarly treated, and ineight seconds 
a portion of its brain tissue was transferred 
to the opening in the dogs brain. The result 
of the experiment favors the assumption 
that brain tissue has sufficient vitality to 
survive for seven wooks the operation of 
transplantation without wholly losing its 
identity as brain substance, and a most in- 
teresting fleld for furthor research is suggest- 
ro 


How to Treat an Architect. 


‘Whatever you want, then, go to an archi- 
tect for it; not to a carpenter, or 4 mason, or 
your own still more profound incompetence, 
‘Tell him all your practical, material desires 
and insist that theyshballbe respected. That 
istosay, if you are quite sure what they 
are, and quite certain that it is possible to 
respect them. This is by no means always 
the case. To bo unsettled, vague, solf-con- 
tradictory, unpractical, impossible, is one of 
your mostcommon faults, and one for the 
inevitable results of which you are only too 
apt to blame your architect. Settle your 
practical desires and stato them clearly; and, 
if you will, pour out your vague aesthetio 
wishes; try to explain those crude artistic 
preferences, those misty, formless visions 
which; you are pleascod to call ‘my own 
ideas,” But then go home, and leave him 
who {s a trained artist, an ex erienced plan- 
ner and constructor, to work out your pro- 
blem in bis own way. If what yon get is 
exactly what you want, be very thankful; 
saythat you are,and give the credit when cre- 
dit isdue. And if what you getis not quite all 
you want, or exactly what vou think it ought 
to be, why, be thankful sill, for the chances 
are (nay, tho certianty {s) that, had you in- 
terfored, tho result would have been moro 
unsatisfactory still.

WE AND OUR NEIGHBORS, 


The Grit press have been'so persistent in 
their assertions that our Government have 
been unwilling to negotiate with the United 
States for reciprocity of trade in natural 
products and have pursued a course of 
“nagging” towards our neighbors, that we 
herewith reproduce, from the Montreal 
Gazette, a portion of an excellent article in 
reply to Senators Spooner and Morgan, in 
which the facts will be found clearly stated. 

In what has Canadian hostility consisted? 
Maintaining ee seoured to her by the 
convention of 18187 Constructing a railway 
to the Pacific ocean to afford communication 
and facilitate trade between tho seyeral 
provinces of the Dominion? Establishing a 
customs tariff which, while proviaing ade- 
quate revenue for the public needs, extends 
a reasonable measure of protection to home 
industry? Are there acts to be considered 
evidences of hostility to a neighboring peo- 
ple?

a decisive defeat at the polls, has been ac- 
complished. Mr, Richard Harcourt, mem- 
ber for Monck and late deputy Speaker, 
becomes Provincial Treasurer in place of 
Mr, A, M. Ross; Mr, John Dryden, South 
Ontario, is made Minister of Agriculture, 
succeeding Mr. Oharles Drury ; Mr, E. H. 
Bronson, of Ottawa, enters the Oabinet 
without portfolio, Itis stated that Mr. 
Ballantyne, South Perth, will be the Speak- 
er In the new Assembly, 

Mr. Gibson, Provincial Secretary, al- 
though defeated in the election, is retained, 
pending the result of the protest entered 
against his opponent's return, 

It can hardly be sald that Mr, Mowat has 
made a very successful job in repalring his 
damaged Administration ; for he has nei- 
ther strengthened it nor made the best use 
of the material at his command, Mr. Bal- 
lantyne would certainly have made a much 
better Minister of Agriculture than Mr.

The Gov- 
ernment of England being well aware that 
large number of commuted pensioners 
having sottled in Canada, issued a procla- 
mation that all who would serve during tho 
rebellion should ‘bo entitled to their full 
pension again for the remaindor of their 
livos, We were enrolled snd sworn ao 
a Fencible Corps, to serve in any part of 
British North America during the rebellion, 
The officers were also from the regular 
army. The Colonel, Josoph Hill, was a 
Poninsula and Waterlooo veteran, nephew 
of the renowned General Sir Rowland 
Hill, of Peninsula fame.

24, 
The Birchall murder trial was resumod 
this morning at 10 o'clock. ‘The prisoner 
looked frewh and neat as usual, wearing the 
suit with which the spectators have become 
so familiar—a dark blue coat and vest, 
with browniand black checked pants. ‘There 
was a great crowd at the court house when 
the prisoner arrived, and they were admit- 
ted with tickets signed by the deputy sheriff 
until the room was full. 
The foeling here is pretty much divid- 
ed as to tho prisoner's guilt.. Everybody 
admits that he must be 4 most wonderful 
man if he murdered Benwell. Much sym- 
pathy is felt for the prisoner's wife and her 
sister, af 
There have beon eleven witnesses ex- 
amined so far, and it is thought that if ths 
crown concludes as early as Saturday they 
will have progressed rapidly, os there are 
569 more witnesses yeb to be called. A 
gentleman prominently connected with the 
dofonce stated last night that they had be- 
twoen 300, snd 400 witnesses, and if this be 
the case, ib will probably be nearing a week 
from Saturday when the case be placed in 
the hands of the jary.
